We do not mean of a railroad, but of a 


school district— an office of far more Import- 
ance than that of any railroad ID our coun- 
ty. We sometimes think that any one of 
fair average ability could manipulate a rail- 
road, but we are now thoroughly convinc- 
ed that it require* a man of high average 
capacity to act successfully ia the respon- 
sible position of school director. Baying 
nothing about the necessary <|ualiflc»tions 
of the man selected for the position, the 
various dalles incumbent upon him are 
sufficient to call our attention to the selec- 
tion of the very best men in our commu- 
nity for this office. Let us look at what 
they must beheld responsibl%for, viz.: 
One of the three must keep a record of all 
the official acts of the board; these acts 
must be carried to the township treasurer 
at staled times for bis inspection; they 
must hold regular and special meetings; 
they must report all necessary statistics to 
the treasurer annually; they must make a 
detailed report of their receipts and ex- 
penditures for the year at etch annual 
election and file this wllh the treasurer 
within five days of the election ; they 
shall report all illiteracy; they must de- 
liver the poll-book to the treasurer within 
ten days of the election ; they (the judges) 
are liable to a fine for not returning poll- 
book; they cannot be interested In any 
contract in which the district is interested ; 
they must sustain a school at least five 
months !n the year; they may levy a tax 
for repairing or improving the house, for 
procuring fuel, furniture, libraries and 
apparatus, and for all other incidental 
expenses whatever; they may sell district 
property; they determine which treasurer 
(when district lies in Iwo lownshipe) shall 
hold a fund; they are a body politic; may 
sue and be sued; they are liable for bal- 
ance due teachers, fur debts contracted, 
etc. 
We have counted over twenty olher 


duties not enumerated above, many of 
which are of more importance than Ibe 
preceding. Is this not an office of some 
importance? Should we not select men 
of the very belt business qualifications? 


The election is the third Saturday of 


April (IClh iDSt.) The vote for trustee 
was very much increased last Saturday in 
many localities. Will this be the case witii 
the director? 


A QUESTION AHSWKRKD. 


Can teachers legally teach on iUlnrday? 
Answer— This question has been so fre- 


quently asked of us of late that we print 
the answer usually given, Yes, but they 
can draw no pay for it. There is no law to 
keep teachers from donating this day lo 
the district ; but there is a law which 
prevents their getting any pay from the 
district school fund for it. We suppose 
that teachers are donating their services 
for this day as directors, cannot legally 
draw an order In their tavor for such 
services.

dliref«ntcase he might not be able to furnish 
evidence either for the ttaleorthc prisoner, 
while a common day laborer, «r even a tramp, 
might be ablo to convict or to set free the ac- 
cused. The question 1» one of principle, and is 
this: Shall physicians In aiding the and of jus- 
tice be considered as set apart, anointed and 
circumcised, as It were, to enjoy peculiar ad- 
vantages over other witnesses*? This claim of 
pbrsSclans, in many localities at least, 1§ of re- 
cent origin. Tax-payer has in Conner years 
been present on different occasions where 
physicians have been called to sit on coroner's 
Juries ami to makcjxxt mortem examination* 
Tor the enme, and where no extra foe wan 
claimed or thought of being claimed. And It 
perchance a few dollars extra were allowed 
thwn on these occasions, the money wa« re- 
ceived u an act of courtesy merely, tnd not as 
a mark of superiority In aiding the ends of 
justice.

But is It not notorious that when 
made to confront each other on the witmun 
sliinJ. their evidence—whether derived fr«m 
jw«l morfemt, hypothetical cases submitted tij- 
shrowd attorneys, or otherwise—is, as a gen- 
eral rule, more conflicting and lets satisfacto- 
ry to Jurymen than all other evidence com- 
bined. On what other grounds, then, will they 
base their claims? Cnn they base them on su- 
perior skill and dexterity in making the pott 
mortem? Not at all, for there Is not a practi- 
cal butcber In Decatur but what, with • few 
moments Instruction, can expose the brain or 
any other organ In the body, as neatly and 
more expeditioutly than any pbysldan In our 
city. 


It will be found upon a full and impartial 


investigation of this subject lhat the exorbi- 
tant fees claimed by phytldani for certain 
sen-Ires, aro not founded In justice or reason.
